The Japanese government was willing to 
enter into an armistice with Russia, Baron 
Komura said; but not until the treaty -hhad 
been signed. ' 

“That’s No Armistice,” ’ Says witte: 


“That is not an armistice,” M. de Witte. 


declared, and he expressed astonishment 


that such a proposal should be made, when 


the two governments had agreed on the basis 
of the treaty of peace and were now engaged 
‘in the | ‘preparation of the convention. He 
pointed out that when the treaty should 
be signed no need for.an armistice would 
exist, for, by the terms of the instrument, 
there would commence “ perpetual peace be- 
_ tween the two states.” 

M. de Witte could not well dissent from 
the Japanese proposal, because to do so 
might affect the prestige of Russia in the 


far east, which he is assiduously defending. 


It. is generally known that, after sapan 
actepted the Russian ultimatum in regard 
to the division of the island of Sakhalin, M. 
de Witte was the first to suggest that an 
armistice be entered into. It was decided 
by mutual consent, according to the language 
of the protocol, to apply to the emperors of 
the two countries and leave'to their decision 
the question of armistice. The czar sent 
instructions 
with Field hal Oyama for a cessation 
of hostilities, and-so notified M. de Witte. 

Baroh Komura explained to the Hussian 
plenipotentiaries that difficulty was experi- 
enced {n communicating with Oyama, Togo, 
and commanders of the independent divis- 
ions, and that this was the reason why it 
was déemed advisable to delay the date of 
enforcement of the armistice until after tne 
treaty ‘had been signed. 


Tacitly Agree to End Operations. 

The Russians accepted the statement with 
polite iricredulity, for they understand the 
perfection of the Japanese communications 
and aré aware that the Japanese war office 
is in constant touch with the armies in the 
field. 

The drmiition finally was signed th accord- 
ance with the views expressed by the Jap- 
anese, and its signature curiously enough 
falis on the enfliversary Of the battle of Liao- 
yang, when Kowuropatkin was @efeated. It 
is not expected that any fighting on a large 
scale will take place. A tacit agreement 
‘wee reached, in fact, to communicate the 
progress of the negotiations to the com- 
manmders of the armies and forbid the under- 
taking of extensive operations. 

The communication of Japan with the rest 
of the world was interrupted, according to 
the statement of the cable companies, and 
all cablegrams to Japan must be mailed from 
Shanghai to Tokio. It may be reéstablished 
late tonight, but in the meantime fanciful 
Tumors of an alarming pRarecier have been 
‘ereulating here. . 

Jap Public Turns on thorvesanant: 

For instance, it was stated that the people 
of Tokid were so incensed over the action 
of the government in arranging the peace 
terms as published. that they had made a 
demonstration against it.

SWEPT BY ELECTRIC STORW. 


Vivid Lightning Aecompanied by 
Torrents of Rain. 


CITY STREETS LIKE RIVERS. 


Basements Are Flooded and Many 
Fires Caused by Bolts. 


A spectacular electric storm, accompanied 
by a, deluge of rain, passed over Chicago last 
hight.

The downpour, which be- 
gan at 8 o'clock, deluged the streéts, mak- 
ing many of them impassable. Telegraph, 
telephone, and electric wires suffered con- 
siderable damage from lightning.

Record Precipitation for Year, - 
Nearly two inches of water fell during the 
evening, making the record precipitation for 
the year. Gutters soon became flooded, and 
the sewers were incapable of carrying away 
the streams of water which bégan to surge 
about the drains. 
Lightning Strikes Schoolhouse. 
Lightning struck the cupola om the John 
Bricson school, West Harrison street and 
Sacramento avenue, and shattered the top 
portion of the structure. Fire broke out im- 
mediately afterward and threatened for a 
time to destroy the building, but the fire 
fighters kept the biaze confined to the cupola. 
The damage wae slight. 
Lake in Wild Commotion. 


It was fortunate for the small boats that 


none of them ventured out upon the lake. 
With the storm 4 sudden squall blew up, 


. which soon lashed thé waves into whitecaps. 


The sea was running heavily by 9 o'clock. 
The yachts at their moorings rocked and 
pitehed, bat the fury of the lake within the 
breakwater was tamed. Outside the heavy 
steamers had a hard night of it, pounding 
and roiling through the heavy swells.

Collusion. Between: Officers and 
Agents of Many Companies. 


INQUIRY TO BE SEARCHING. 


New York Legislative Committee Calls 
on Officials to Expluin. 


New York, Sept. 1.—{Special. }-—Pvidence 


of extensive fraud in writing insurance on 
risks known to be bad has been brought to 
the attention of the legislative insurance 
cotnmittee. From information it already 
possesses the commission is inclined to the 


‘opinion that it has struck a new lead which 


will produce extraordinary results. 

Additional importance attaches to the new 
line of investigation in that the fraud is said 
to involve many companies. The Indica- 
tions, too, it is said, are that the fraud is 
not confined to agents who are anxious to 
increase their earnings, but that there is 
collusion between officers and agents. 

If.the information given is sustained upon 
investigation, it may be shown that writing [| 
policies for large amounts on persons about 
to die is one form of insurance bribery which 
is prevaient. 


Searching Inquiry Planned. 
It is the intention of the commission to 


search this matter to the bottom. It is un- | 


derstood that testimony already had been 
volunteered by physicians which will tend to 
prove that such fraudulent practices have 
been in vogue in some of the big insurance 
companies for years, 

Death certificates of policy holders who 
died in the state of New York will be looked 
up and comparison will be riuade between 
them andthe company’s medical record of 
policy holders. Then if, for instance, the 
commission had information that a certain 
person who was allowed to take out a policy 
for a large amount died within a year from 
consumption or any lingering disease and the 
medical record of that person kept by the 
insurance company should show that he had 
been accepted as a first clase risk the medical 
examiners of the company will bave some ¢x- 
plaining to do. 


Many Subpenas Issued. 

It was learned that subpoenas to appear 
beforé the legislative insurance commit tee 
have been served on nearly al the officers of 
the Equitable, New York Life, Mutual, Met- 
ropolitan, and Mutual Reserve.

BEVERAGE 1s. SOLD aT ‘PICNIC, 
QONTRARY TO RULES.  - 


Deputy Grand ‘Chancellors’ “Aasocia- 
tion of the Fraternity ‘Seeking 
Light on How the Intoxicant Came 
to Be Dispensed Under the Name of 
“Une” at Annual Outing—If the Of- 
fender Is Learned He Will Be Dis- 

 @iplined by the Order. 


Indignant at the secret sald of beer under 
the name of “Uno” at the annual pichic 
of the Knights of Pythias, held in Fox 
River grove two weeks ago today, the Dep- 
uty Grand Chantellors’ association has be- 
gun an investigation to fix the responsibility 
for thé breach -of thé rules of the order. 

The case will not be tried in court, Dut 
will be 
tribunal,;,as all of the men ern are 
members of the fraternity. 

The knights have a ‘* prohibitive occupa- 
tion law,’’ which forbids the initiation of men 
in the liquor business. The committee on 
arrangements for the picnic insisted upon an 
agreement with the park managément that 
no intoxicants should be sold upon the 
grounds on the day of their outing. 

None of the officers of the society was 
aware that this contract had beén broken 
until the close of the day.. Then they were 
informed that at a “‘ soft drink *’ concession 
a few of the 8,000 present had been able to 
secure beer in bottles labeled “ Uno.” 


Lodge. Starts Investigation. 

A number of lodges at their next meeting 
considered this occurrence, and:one, Tecots. 
cus, No. 240, appointed an investigation com- 
mittee of four to bring the matter before the 
deputy grand chancellors. That body had 
begun its own inquiry already and now is 
attempting to determine whether the blame 
should rest upon Joseph E. Collison, manager 
of the grove. or upon the owners of the con- 
cession. Opinion is divided on the question, 
many declaring that Collison was ignorant 
of what was being done, while.others assert 
that he. knew beer was being sold on the 
grounds. 


Frank Foster, chairman of;the picnic com-— 


mittee, said last evening that he visited the 
park on the morning of the picnic and after 
an inspection felt assured that no intoxicants 
were to be pleced on sale. He did not hear 
about “ Uno” until the day after the picnic, 


but when the profits from the picnic, includ- . 


ing a third of the receipts of each confession, 
were handed to him he rejected several hun- 
dred dollars which were proéffered from the 
owner of the supposedly ternperance booth. 


Offender to Be Disciplined. * 

The deputy grand chancellors are making 
every effort to discover to whom the ship- 
ment of the beer was made. If his name is 
learned by them, his case with the evidence 
against him will be placed before Grand 
Chancellor James G. Whiting of Canton, 
Ill., and he will be disciplined according to 
the rules of the order.

‘This reform, it is said, 
easily can be qonometianed with but ifttle leg- 
islation. : 


Is a Colossal Undertaking. 

The job of reforming the red tape meth- 
ods of the departments, however, seems to 
involve a series of surgical operations upon 
hundreds of departmental officials who have 
grown up.in the atmosphere of routine and 
who know nothing whatever of modern 
business methods. |

Russia Saves Day by, Conceding. 
It is ‘said that M. de Witte found himself 
unable, at first, to agree that no guns should 
be established on what remains .Russian 
‘soil. His instructions were precige in this 
connection. The Japanese continued to in- 
sist, however, and a conference occurred to 


night in M: de Witte’s room, which was 


participated in by the Russian and Japanese 


-plenipotentiaries. 


It is understood that M. de Witte finally 
consented to the wish of Baron Komura, 
and by this action prevented the development 
of the question to a point where it might 
have menaced the success of the negotiations. 

The Japanese also insisted that Russia 
should no longer use the island for convict 
purposes, pointing out that the prisoners 
would seek to escape by entering Japanese 
territory. M. de Witte was unable to give 


‘complete satisfaction on this point, because 


he knew nothing of his government’s pur- 
pose in respect to convicts. He expressed 
the opinion, however, that when the island 
‘mas divided, the ezar would order that no 
more prisoners be sent to it. 


To Leave Manchuria Simultaneously. 

The envoys also discussed the method to be 
adopted in evacuating Manchuria. It has 
been decided to stop the dispatch of reén- 
forcements and then begin the actual evac- 
uation, at the same time and in the same 
manner. Japan wanted the matter compieted 
within four months, but Russia would not 
agree to any time limit. Simultaneous evac- 
uation, M. de Witte hopes, will save Russian 
prestige to some extent. Itis understood the 
plan may be arranged by Linevitch and 
Oyama. 

With the question of Sakhalin and the 
evacuation of Manchuria disposed of there 
remains only the drafting of the treaty, and 
it will be put in shape by Monday, and in 
all probability. signed +

“pledged, and neither will care to expose 
itself to universal reprobation by withdraw- 
ing at this time. 

The czar at last has committed himself !o 
the course pursued by M. de Witte. He 
cabled his formal approval to the pilenipo- 
tentiary this afternoon, three days after the 
Japanese magnanimously waived their de- 
mand for indemnity and consented to make 
peace upon the terms of Russia. 


Not Overly Enthusiastic. 

Tt was to repeat a Russian proverb, “ Mus- 
tard after the dinner had been eaten.” It 
was by no means enthusiastic, although it 
did express appreciation of the faithful work 
which M. de Witte had done. The latter had 
expected, in view of tha way in which he had 
handled the negotiations, that his majesty 
would not withhold his immediate and cor- 
dial approval. 

His majesty, however, has not been either 
quick or cordial, and M. de Witte is satisfied 
that every effort is being made to throw 
upon his shoulders the responsibility for the 
peace which has been made. When he re- 
turns to Russia’he will be forced to defend 
the treaty, which contains terms so advan- 
tageous to his country: that the whole worlé 
is astonished at Japanese moderation.

LABOR DAY MATINEE MONDAY 


Shonts Presents. Subject Matter. 

The most important event of the day was 
the presentation by Chairman Shonts of the 
matter to be considered, containing plans, 

eriticisma, and descriptions for canal work 
made by able engineers in the past. 

“ During the last year additional surveys 
and observations have been made upon the 
isthmus,”’ said Mr. Shonts. 

“ The information which they furnish does 
not involve any radical change in the plans 
previously favored. Among these observa- 
tions may be included the Culebra cut, from 
which some of our engineers have drawn un- 
warranted conclusions as to the probable 
cost of the work. There is nothing in this 
‘experience to justify the belief that the unit 
prices used in previous estimates were too 
high, or that the estimate of the time re- 
quired for completing the work was too 
liberal. 

“ Nevertheless, this experience has been 
used a@ an argument in favor of 4 sea level 
canal, which plan had been condemned by 
two commissions. It becomes necessary to 
consider once more the sea _ level canal 
scheme. 

“The plan adopted by congress—at least 
by inference—in the act approved June 28, 
1902, is the plan under which the work is now 
progressing and under which all work of con- 
struction has been done since the United 
States acquired the property. 


Compares Two Canal Plans. 


* It closely resembles the plan of the comité 
technique, but differs from it’ in the height 
of the Bohio dam and the important results 
which flow therefrom. The. advantages 
which its authors expected to derive from 
this change were» 

“To take fuller advantage of the topogra- 
phy of the country, by which it was possible 
to make the Gigante spillway automatic in- 
stead of mechanical, and adequate for the 
discharge of the greatest floods, with only 
one channel to the sea instead of.two.

“The disadvantage of the change is the 
greater difficulties in constructing the higher 
dam and the locks of greater lift—difficul ties, 
however, which are by no means insuperable. 

“It is not possible to dispense with locks 
entirely. Even with the sea level canal a 


tide lock will be required at the Panama end. °

dent by Mr. P. Bunau Varilla which ex- 
plains a method by which a canal constructed 
at first with locks may be subséquently al- 
tered to a sea leved canal.

: AFTER QUANTRELL’S MEN, 

Aug. 21, 1868, when 300 or 400 guerrillas, 
led by the notorious Missouri bushwhacker 
‘and cutthroat, Quantrell, looted and burned 
the town of Lawrence, Kas. The people of 
Lawrence were unarmed, the mayor, for 
purposes of safety, having caused all the 
weapons in town to be locked up. Neverthe- 
less, no quarter was shown to men or boys, 
and 150—some. accoiints. say 183—were left 
dead when the raiders rode away. 

Someiof Quantrell’s party were recog-. 
nized and indictments were returned by a 
Kansas grand jury against forty-three for 
| murder. In the state of things existing 
then and for years afterward it was impos- 
‘sible to make any arrests. Several years 
ago the s ors of Quantrell’s band began 
to hold annual reunions at their old rendez- 
yous, Independence, Mo. At the last re- 
union one aged “* border ruffian ’’ expressed 
in highly emphatic language the wish that 
the whole of Lawrence had been wiped out. 
Persons who were im Lawrence at the time 
‘of the raid, and the widows and orphans of 
many who..were killed, are still living in 
Kansas. They were enraged by this talk. 
The indictments returned forty-two years 
ago have been dug up, and Gov. Hoch says 
that, if asked to, he will request Gov. Folk 
‘of Missouri to deliver the accused to the 
Kansas authorities. 

Such a request would put Gov. Folk in an 
embarrassing position. While the people of 
Kansas regard the venerable former guer- 
rillas as murderers, in the border counties 
of Missouri they are looked upon by a large 
part‘of.the population as heroes, and if the 
Missouri executive attempted to deliver any 
of them into the hands of the angry Kansans 
he would wreck his popularity. It is not 
likely that any of the men. would be con- 
victed if tried. Practically their crimes are 
outlawed. But they are not anxious to go 
back to Kansas and face a jury. If they 
are extradited, tried, and convicted, it will 


‘be due to their bragging of their crimes.

He made it His busi- 
hess personally to investigate remote dis- 
tricts that never had received even the at- 
tention of deputy governors, or of assistant 
commissioners, and besides getting into 
touch with the natives in 4 manner entirely 
without precedent, brought home to them 
the reality’ of the power and the grandeur 
of the English government of India.

Nowhere is the censorship of the press 
more severe than at Constantinople. Not 
one of the local newspapers, native or foreign, 
has been permitted to make any reference to 
the recent attempt on the life of the sultan. 
The latter will not e@éven allow the words 
““anarchist’’ or “socialist ’’ to be used in 
any Stamboul newspaper. The words 
“ pest,” *: plague,” and ‘‘ cholera ”’ also are 
barred, the people succumbing to ane of 
these maladies invariably being described as 
having fallen a.victim to * an unknown dis- 
ease."’ 

Another rule insisted upon by the sultan is 
that as far as the press is concerned, every 
royal personage or monarch’s death should 
be described as having been due to ‘‘ natural 
causes." Thus, when King Humbert was 
assassinated, the tragedy was described as 
follows: 

" The king sank back, dying in his carriage 
while acknowledging the enthusiastic and 
loyal salutations of his subjects.’’ No men- 
tion was made of the cause of the death. 


And when the late shah was killed by a’ 


fanatic Nabist, the Stamboul press recorded 
this event as follows: 

“ Towards noon the shah felt himeelf in- 
disposed. In the evening his corpse was 
brought back to the city.’ 

When the fact is recalled that with the 
Solitary exception of the late ex-Sultan 
Murad, every one of Abdul Hamid’s prede- 
cessors on the throne has died a violent 
death, the reason for these peculiar press 
laws instituted by the padishah will be ap- 
preciated. 

~~ 

Baron Heyking, the kaiser’s minister at 
Belgrade, and the baroness, are so well 
known in America, where they have spent 
much of their time, and where they have 
s0 many friends, that the news of the mar- 
riage of their daughter to Baron von Rau- 
mer in the Servian capital is eertain to be 
received with interest. 

I see that in tha notice of the marriage, and 
in the official announcement thereof sent out 
by the mother of the bride, the latter’s name 
is given as ‘‘ Mile. von Heyking.”’ Strictly 
speaking, this is not her name. Nor is she 
the daughter of the Baron Heyking. She 
is a child of the baroness by a former mar- 
riage, which was brougt to a tragie and 
sensational close only a few weeks after the 
birth of this girl. 

The baroness, whose maiden name was 
Countess Fleming, was married “en pre- 
The lat- 
ter blew his brains out, leaving a letter ir 
which he declared that his suicide was the 
result of what is known in Germany 4as “an 
American duel "’—that is to say, a duel in 
which the two adversaries draw lots, the 


loser taking his own life, according to the 


manner which he prefers. 

Baron Putlitz in his letter mentioned the 
ame of his alleged adversary. But subse- 
quent investigation brought to light the 
strange fact that not only did the man in 
quesion have no dispute or difference with 
Baron Putlitz, but that he actually never 
set eyes on him-—was, in fact, a stranger to 
him. The mystery in connection with Baron 
Putlitz’s suicide, therefore, remains to this 
day. -Ten months after his death the widow 
became the wife of Baron von Heyking. 

> 

The latter’s career has been a strange 
one. For he was born a Russian, graduated 
from the Russian university of Dorpat. 
served in the Russian government service 
for several years, and as such was one of 
the imperial Muscovite comnrissioners to the 
centennial exposition at Philadelphia. 

Disapproving of the late cgar’s efforts to 
Russianize his German speaking provinces, 
he resigned his post, and started at Riga a 
newspaper, devoted ‘to the defense of the 
prerogatives of the nobles of Courland, of 
Lithuania, and of Livonia, to which he be- 
longed. ee 
Political differences led to his becoming 
involved in a duel with the deputy governor 
of Riga, whom he killed, and, finding Rus- 
sia too hot to hold him, he betgok himself 
to Berlin, and requested Prince Bismarck 
not only to facilitate his naturalization but 
also to give him government employment. 

Bismarck took a great fancy to him, ap- 
pointed him immediately secretary of le- 
gation, and in 1885 sent him to New York as 
consul general. Sincé then he has been suc- 
cessively German consul genéral at Calcut- 
ta and minister at Cairo, where he quarreled 
with the English authorities, in Chile, at 
Peking, in Mexico, and now in Servia. 

His wife is a clever writer, and among her 
best known books is one entitled “ Letters 
Which Never Reached Him,” which has been 
translated into English. |

A feeble mother, pale from long suffering, 
came into THe TRriBpuN® office at 11 o’clock 
Thursday. night and inquired for the man 
** who sends people to Glen Ellyn.” In her 
arms, wrapped in a faded shawl, she carried 
a sick baby. 

* I think my baby is dying,”’ she said, ** and 
IT would like to have her sent to your hospital. 
Maybe she'll get well out there.”

And then the mother sat down and told her 
story. 

She lived: in the cellar of a little frame 
dweiling on the northwest side, where the 
river bends around the lumber yards and 
grain elevators. When the baby was born 
her husband left her. He said he couldn’t 
earn ‘énough for three, and he was too much 
of a coward totry. It was so much easier to 
go and leave the mother behind. 

As soon as she was strong enough she went 
out to look for work. She secured employ- 
ment as a scrubwoman. All night long she 


toiled in a& downtown office building while ’ 


her infant was *‘ in the keeping,” as she put 
it, of a neighbor. 

The neighbor meant well, but she had 
children of her own to care for, and the little 
half orphan was neglected. Gradually it 
grew weaker, until at last it seemed to the 
mother that the spark of life left was flut- 
tering and almost ready to flicker out. She 
gave up her work and went back to the in- 
fant. Soon her money gave out. Then she 
came to THE TRIBUNE office.

The little dark haired Italian who is di- 
recting the Ellery band at the Coliseum is a 
veritable battery of temperament and mu- 
sical intensity, and you cannot sit through 
one of the big climaxes he piles up for you 
without enjoying that most desirable ofall 
sensations—a “thrill.” To some of the pa- 
trons of the Coliseum concerts Ferullo’s 
gesticulations and bodily contortions are 
doubtless the most attractive and amusing 
feature. But the young leader also discov- 
ers merits as a musician and an interpreter 
—merits which are of worth in spite.of his 
excitability in conducting. He is a musician, 
is this fiery little Italian. The schooling 
he received at the Naples conservatory and 
his years of experience as first oboe player 
in Rome and Milan clearly have given him 
an understanding and an artistic sense 
which qualify him to grasp and interpret 
the best grades of orchestra music. He is 
not confined to the creations of the Italian 
school or to latter day popular trifies for 
his repertory. Bisset, Massenet, Saint-Saéns, 
Wagner, Tschaikowsky, and Liszt are fa- 
miliar to him, and they receive as excellent 
and intelligent treatment at his hands as do 
his own countrymen.

. On the subject of Jefferson Davis’ treatment 
by the United Statés government, Mrs. 
Wright grows indignant. “In modern 
times,” she writes, “‘ there has been no such 
epectacie as that frail old man, the chief 
magistrate of 8,000,000 people, lying manacied 
in-a @ungeon, bearing vicariously the suffer- 
He may 
have erred, but when the fetters were placed 
upon him the southern people forgot every- 
thing but that he was their first and only 
president.”’ 

Mrs. Wright devotes a section of the book 
to southern women and the confederacy. 
On this subject she is eloquent, and pardon- 
ably so. The women of the south undoubted- 
ly were as devoted and unselfish in their work 
for the lost cause as were their husbands and 
brothers. Among the southern belles of 
whom Mrs. Wright writes with enthusiasm is 
Mrs. Burton Harrison, the well known au- 
thor, who was then Miss Constance Cary of 
Richmond. Constance Cary, she says, was 
“a lovely girl, and even in those days was 
noted for a facile pen, which from time to 
time delighted her many friends with charm- 
ing Httle productions.”’ Mr. Burton Harri- 
gon, who died not long ago in Washington, 
was Jefferson Davis’ private secretary. Mrs. 
Harrison,, uniess I am mistaken, made the 
first confederate flag. If she did not make it 
entirely with her own hands, she assisted, 
but I think that she made the most of it. 
There are a number of reproductions of old 
photographs of famous southern belles, 
which, notwithstanding ‘the ugly fashions of 
the early "60s, show them tp have been most 
beautiful women. 

Mrs. Wright prints an fidereatinn letter 
from Alexander H. Stephens, written to her 
after the war. Though Lee had surrendered 
and peace was declared, Mr. Stephens seemed 
to think that there would be another uprising 
in the south, with the possibility of victory. 
“Our ultimate success, in my deliberate 
judgment,” he writes, “will never be at- 
tained, never can be, without a speedy and 
thorough change. of our policy toward the 
masses at the north. Wemust show that we 
war against the doctrines, and principles, and 
power of the radicals there—the fanatics, the 
abolitionists, and consolidationists—which 
we should do, and say anything in our power 
in a manly way to enlist the sympathy and 
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vertisement, to such

“AT THE SIGN OF THE FOX,” by Bar- 
bara (The Macmillan company), illustrates 
the noble uses of adversity. A family is sud- 
denly impoverished, reduced from the luxury 
of a metropolitan place to the bareness of a 
lonely farm, The dormant excellences of the 
children’s characters start into activity, un- 
suspected faculties find scope for develop- 
ment, a measure of prosperity is recovered. 

The heroine, Brooke La‘wton, has, studied 
art in Europe until convinced that she will 
never achieve greatness, She discovers by 
chance a rare power within herself to depict 
animal life, and thus, amid the privations and 
hardships of unwonted poverty, finds more 
than solacein herart. It is not to be believed 
that a real woman with the keen artist eye 
could be as ‘blind in one direction as Brooke 
Lawton is represented. Her lover, whom she 
left across the ocean, without a declaration, 
comes to her neighborhood, and to be near 
her engages as a farm laborer. She sees him 
daily in the fields. She converses with him 

on topics beyond ‘the range of the “ brother 
ri the ox.”” He works for her and with her, 
and yet she never suspects his identity until 
he chooses to reveal it. This is too heavy a 


strain on the credulity of the reader, who for 


himself has long solvedrthe mystery. 


“THE MISSOURIAN,” by Eugene P. Lyle 
Jr. (Doubleday, Page & Co.), is a romance of 
the days of Maximilian. The heroisa young 
southern officer who, after the fall of the 
confederacy, goes to Mexico to seek a place in 
the imperial army for himself and his com- 
rades. Jacqueline, a French adventuress, tn 
Maximilian’s confidence, but plotting his 
ruin, procures the rejection of the proffered 
army. The Missourian and his men join the 
Mexican republicans, and through their ef- 
forts the patriot cause triumphs. The story 
ends with’ the execution of Maximilian and 
the union of Jacqueline with the dashing 
American. 

The narrative moves on rapidly and 
smoothly through adventure and intrigue in 
which it would be ungrateful to look fora 
semblance of reality. The author has done 
his best to thake a diverting book, and has 
the advantage of choosing a historic back- 
ground which is new, and interesting, and 
full of color. It is a pity that the illustrator 
did not also rise to the occasion.

if'such waivers cannot be secured then the 
players shall either remain with the club 
having purchased him or be transferred ‘to 
the club refusing to waive claim to him by 
sale to such club. And in such. instances 
the purchase price shall be the same as is 
now fixed by National and American leagues. 
$1,000, in like cases.”
